JUNIOR TOWN MEETING 


“Should every senior have work-experience?” This was the issue which four Tech 
seniors, aided and abetted by a Tech audience placed before a wide radio-audience Sun- 
day, December 8, 1946, The program had been previously transcribed in the Tech audi- 
torium. Warren Lind and Alvin Mueller presented the affirmative arguments, while 
Peter Di Pasquale and Ted Van Beurden took the negative side. Bill Popham, Al Leu- 
tung and Bob Steehler were among those in the audience who tried to gain enlightenment 
or put their fellow classmates “on the spot.” Perhaps the hottest spot was the one on 
which Pete put Warren. After Warren had stated, in answering a question, that labor 
unions oppose taking cooperative students into industry without joining their unions, 
Peter Di Pasquale countered with: “Warren, have you any statistics or other proof to 
back up your assertion?’ Warren squirmed slightly and said that it was only common 
sense for a union to oppose anything it considered harmful to its members. It was the 
day after Pearl Harbor’s anniversary.
